programs emnloving the audio-lingual nethodologv, Taoes 
acconpany the texts. 
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INTRDOaCTION 



In this volume we have atrlved to follow the Sflme genernl 
Pflttern as we have uaed in oui' previous books. The central 
feature of the daily lesson is still the structural dia- 
logue in which a nimber of granaiatical features are systemati- 
cally incorporated in a daily situation. 

As before, a series of Perception Drill patterns are pre- 
pared for extensive use prior to the introduction of the dally 
dialogue. This will enable the student to assiallat^ the new 
structural patterns through the uae of familiar vocabuliiry. 

Each dialogue is followed by a translation in idiomatic 
English. Where the exact translation would not be considered 
idiomatic, for the sake of clarity, the idiomatic English has 
been given and the exact English equivalent of the Persian 
text has been put in parentheses. 

The GraMiar Analysis section contains a JiiHuiry of the va- 
rious functions and usage of a glren item. This, va believe, 
will give the student an over-all picture of- the exact place 
of any expresiion or Iteai in the whole speech pattern. The 
more ambitious student will benefit from thla section bj lear- 
ning from It the uanj different ways in which he can uae the 
verbs, phrases, etc. that he has learned,

The Reading end Questions section consists of a narrative 
containing the aaslmllated lexical items. It has been planned 
so as to afford better situational application of the material. 

^ As before, homework la both sural-oral, and written, and 
basically follows the structural patterns and vocabiaary intro- 
duced in the preceding lesson. 

A. list of new vocabulary introduced In the dialogue with 
meaning in English completes the daily lesson. The words are 
marked with diacritical marks for clarity of pronunciation. 
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Although th« Bsthod of preaentation aad th« fon in this 
book follow the aaae general jpattern of the prevloua Toluttea* 
there has been a alight change in enphaala in varioua aectiona. 

In the dialoguea« we haye atriTed to present comon aitua- 
tlona and the normal node of apeech appropriate to each situa- 
tion. In the Readiqg section; ve have tried tc aasiailate the 
new Tocabulary in a manner approaching the rr^rydaj written 
forma.
